Its  hopes  are  bright¬ 
ening  and  its  nsefainess  extending.  .\nd  on  this  occasion,  the 
Diiertors  would  congratulate  the  friends  of  Christianity,  that  un¬ 
der  the  guidance  <»f  heaven,  and  the  patronage  of  the  pious,  this 
Society  has  at  length  attained  a  respectability  and  influence,  w  hich 
entitle  it  to  be  numbered  among  The  ‘Bible,’  tlie  ‘Peace,’  the 
‘Tract,’  ♦he  ‘.Sunday  School*  Inslitutitms,  which  now  compose  the 
rand  moral  machiioTV  of  Christendom;  which  constitute  the  sub-

I’lne^l  feature  the  aspect  of  the  times  in  which  we  live  ;  and 
T^hich.  the  spirit  of  prophecy  foretels,  shall  shortly  be  instruraen- 
=  tai,  in  the  harid  of  the  Almighty,  in  making  the  islands  of  the  seas 
rH’ojre,  and  th»*  wilderness  hud  and  blossom,  and  in  converting 
thp  waste  places  of  the  universe  into  Christian  lands.  Glory  to 
G'»d  in  the  highest,  on  earth  peace,  good  will  to  all  men — is  the 
caTiinoii  glorio’is  end,  to  which  the  charitable  beneficence  of  these 
Sifter  Assoriati  -ns  is  directed,  and  catholic  and  powerful  is  the 
spirit  which  animates  and  controls  their  mighty  moral  movements  ; 
so  that  ‘sect*  and  ‘party,’  vanish  before  the  renovating  influence 
of  a  combination  so  noble,  yet  so  pacific,  so  intrepid,  yet  so  benev¬ 
olent:  and  votaries  of  every  name  and  every  profession  grow'  emu¬ 
lous  to  “  drink  inio  one  spint,  and  also  to  he  of  one  accord  and  of  one 
mndf  to  raise  high  the  standard  of  the  cross,  and  hear  if  through 
the  wilderness,  frc)m  shore  to  shore,  proclaiming  to  benighted  Pa¬ 
rana, ‘unto  you  is  bom.  this  day,  in  the  city  of  David,  a  Saviour 
who  is  Christ  the  Lord.’ 

The  diffusion  of  these  ‘glad  tidings’  is  particularly  and  emphati- 
♦"'illy  the  object  of  the  Missionary  efr«»rts  of  this  Society;  and  when 
the  Directors  behold  themselves,  brothers  and  co-workers  in  an 
enterprize  that  engages  the  '/.eal,  the  prayers,  the  affections  of  the 
and  great  in  every  land  ;  that  invites  and  receives  the  char- 
.'table  energies  of  so  many  combinations,  all  tributary  to  the  same 
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illustrious  end,  and  that  cannot  fail  to  meet  the  approbation  of 
Him,  ‘who  maketh  his  angels  spirits,  and  his  ministers  a  flamin'^ 
fire they  take  encouragement  to  feel  and  announce  to  its  mem¬ 
bers,  and  to  the  w’orld,  that  this  Institution  will  continue  to  flourish; 
that  branch  societies  will  multiply,  and  make  their  respective 
wealth,  talents,  influence  and  ambition  auxiliary  to  the  organization 
of  sister  branches  in  every  section  of  the  west,  until  the  entire  pop. 
ulatinn  of  the  Western  District  of  New  York  shall  compose  the 
finished  number  of  this  social  religious  fraternity.  Nor  do  the 
western  boundaries  of  New  York  form  the  limit  to  the  anticipated 
extension  of  this  society.  Looking  back  to  what  it  was  in  the 
year  1813,  w  hen  it  had  an  existence  only  in  the  devout  wishes  and 
prayers  of  some  pious  youth  in  Hamilton  College  ;  and  comparing 
its  infantile  struggles  and  gradual  progress  through  three  succes¬ 
sive  years,  with  its  manly  exertions  and  rapid  growth  in  1817  ;  the 
Directors  fondly  anticipate  the  day  when  this  society,  under  some 
kindred  appellation,  if  not  the  same,  shall  spread  westward  and  to 
the  south,  embracing  and  enlightening  and  comforting,  and,  by  the 
aid  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  redeeming  and  sanctifying  all  people  and 
kindreds  and  tongues  within  the  borders  of  the  oceans.  Practical 
benevolence  is  taking  the  place  of  martial  cruelty  and  blood  in  our 
world  ;  and  rulers  and  subjects  are  becoming  studious  of  the  art 
of  meliorating  the  moral  condition  of  mankind,  more  by  the  mild 
persuasives  of  peace,  than  by  the  iron  energies  of  war:  so  that 
missionary  eflbrts,  as  well  as  other  benevolent  exertions,  will 
doubtless  increase  with  heretofore  unexampled  harmony  and  suc¬ 
cess.  And  even  measuring  the  march  of  future  reformation,  by 
the  advancement  of  religious  peace  and  know  ledge  in  days  that 
have  gone  by,  the  heart  of  the  philanthropist  expands  and  triumph? 
in  view  of  the  accelerated  coming  of  that  latter  day  of  glory,  when 
the  heathen  shall  he  given  unto  God  for  an  inheritance,  and  the  ut¬ 
termost  parts  of  the  earth  as  his  possession  ;  and  w  hen  the  lips  of 
all  nations  shall  adopt  the  exulting  exclamation  of  the  Psalmist. 

‘  lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates  ;  and  be  ye  lift  up,  ye  everlasting 
doors  ;  and  the  King  of  glory  shall  come  in.’ 

A  Christian  ancestry  have  suffered,  bled  and  died  to  civilize  and 
christianize  the  territory  which  is  now  the  local  habitation  of  u?. 
their  children.  To  us  belong,  therefore,  far  higher  responsibilities 
than  rested  upon  our  fathers.  The  circumstances  of  the  world,  ia 
our  day,  all  conspire  to  magnify  the  importance  of  a  more  ample 
and  perfect  discharge  of  religious  duties  towards  our  cotempora¬ 
ries  and  posterity.  What  then,  is  the  nature  of  our  profession 
and  the  extent  of  its  duties,  towards  thousands  who  are  now  sitting: 
in  moral  darkness  and  in  the  regions  of  the  shadow  of  moral  death  ? 

Look  hack  a  few  short  years,  and  you  behold  the  entire  conti¬ 
nent  which  we  now  inhabit,  a  waste  without  a  temple.  Around 
the  Atlantic  board.  Paganism  held  her  sentry-walk,  and  in  the  cove 
of  the  wilderness.  Idolatry  celebrated  her  awful  mockeries.  Even 
those  spots  of  earth  from  which  the  fruits  of  husbandry  arc  no^ 
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collected,  and  on  which  our  flourishing  villages  now  stand,  point- 
injj  the  spires  of  their  consecrated  houses  above  the  summit  of  the 
circumjacent  forests,  a  few  jears  since  were  pressed  by  the  naked 
feet  of  idol  worshippers  at  their  devotions;  and  instead  of  the 
Christian  rites  now  otiserved  upon  our  soil,  the  untutored  Indian 
would  still  he  rioting  in  his  pagan  festivals,  had  not  Whitfields, 
Elliots  and  Brainards,  gone  forth  among  the  fastnesses  of  the  desert, 
conquering  and  to  conquer  in  the  name  of  the  God  of  Israel.  Had 
not  the  sun  of  righteousness  arisen  in  the  east,  and  shed  his  heal- 
in{;  beams  across  the  water  over  the  ancient  wastes  of  this  western 
world,  the  niglit  of  Heathenism  would  ha\e  still  enveloped  the 
land;  and  the  grass-covered  hillocks  that  inhume  the  relics  of  our 
sires,  would  still  have  been  the  nursery  of  ferocity,  whitening  with 
the  hones  of  human  victims. 

hut,  blessed  he  God,  the  lapse  of  a  few  years  has  witnessed  a 
transition,  of  the  moral  state  of  things  in  this  part  of  our  country, 
from  death  unto  spiritual  life.  The  day-spring  from  on  high  has 
shined  in  llie  midst  of  us.  And  the  Directors  cannot  but  observe, 
in  what  this  society,  with  other  co-operative  institutions,  has  al- 
rt  i  ly  done,  numerous  and  powerful  incentives  to  additional  and 
frft  greater  exertions  to  forward  that  universal  moral  reformation 
which  the  gospel  and  the  preaching  of  it  shall  accomplish.  Nor 
can  they  regard  the  unparalled  harmonious  efforts  at  this  day  ex- 
hil>iu*d,  both  in  Europe  and  in  the  United  States,  by  their  respec¬ 
tive  benevolent  institutions,  but  as  introductory  to  the  divine  ef- 
of  that  glorious  morning,  which  shall  shortly  burst  upoil 
the  inonntains  ;  w  hen  the  .Vctc  Jerusalem  shall  come  down  from  God 
but  of  Heaven — w  Iumi  Zion’s  King  shall  dwell  with  men,  and  they 
shill  he  his  people — when  tears,  and  death,  and  sorrow,  and  crying, 
and  pain  shall  flee  away — when  every  knee  shall  bow,  and  every 
tongue  shall  confess  Jesus,  King  of  Kings^  and  Lord  of  Lords — 
and  when  the  east,  and  the  south,  and  the  north  shall  bring  their 
sons  from  afar,  and  their  daughters  from  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

Hushed  to  peace  are  the  kingdoms,  in  expectation  of  that  res- 
plendant  day,  when  the  clarion  of  w  ar  and  the  thunder  of  artillery 
shall  no  longer  mount  on  the  storm  to  summon  the  nations  to  bat¬ 
tle  ;  hut  w  hen  the  note  of  the  turtle  and  the  song  of  the  lamb, 
3hali  float  in  symphony  on  every  breeze.  Behold!  already  that 
morning  dawns! — and  with  the  radiance  of  its  eastern  beams, 
westward  spread  the  glad  tidings  of  redeeming  love.  Arise,  shine! 
0  Zion,  for  thy  light  is  come.  Over  the  expansive  regions  of  the 
Missouri  these  invitations  of  love  are  advancing.  And  soon  shall 
the  banners  of  the  cross  be  u»ifurled  upon  the  summit  of  the  stoney 
mountains,  waving  peace  and  redemption  to  the  regions  of  Califor¬ 
nia  and  Alaska. 

During  the  last  year,  the  Directors  are  happy  to  state,  the  So¬ 
ciety  has  been  able  to  send  Missionaries  to  many  destitute  parts  of 
the  Western  District;  and  particularly  to  its  western  and  southern 
extremities.  And  by  the  information  communicated  to  the  Board 
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by  Misaionarips  u  ho  have  been  employed  in  the  service  of  the 
ciety,  they  learn  that,  tlie  field  within  onr  own  borders,  is  very  ex. 
tensive,  and  now  ripe  for  the  harvest  ;  and  that  in  almost  ever? 
instance,  the  people  to  whom  laborers  have  been  sent,  have  hail»*(l 
them  with  fhanksf^ivinp;,  .and  been  ready  to  exclaim,*  How  benuti. 
fill  are  the  feet  of  those  who  bnnst  lidtos^s  of  ^ood  P  So  that, 
from  a  consideration  of  the  character  of  the  present  moral  crisis  of 
the  world;  the  spirit  of  hen4!\olence  that  is  already  embodied  in 
charitable  societies  of  so  many  forms;  the  exertions  that  have 
been  made,  and  the  efTects  that  have  been  produced  by  these  so¬ 
cieties ;  the  multiplication  of  the  facilities  to  do  {;ood  ;  the  charac¬ 
ter,  talents  and  infiuence  of  those  who  are  emleavoring  to  eiili;fhl- 
en  and  reform  ;  the  annually  increasing  number  of  pious  joim^ 
men,  \vh«>  are  constantly  issuing  from  our  seminari«\s  of  learninj:^ 
and  above  all,  from  the  consideration  that,  the  word  has  gone  out 
of  ffis  mouth  who  cannot  lie,  that  Zion  shall  be  built  w/y,  and  that 
the  z'ttes  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  her — the  Directors  sau- 
guinely  conclude  that,  this  Society  is  happily  calculated  to  d« 
much  good  in  the  world,  and  to  become  instrumental,  in  the  haod 
of  God,  in  establishing  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom  upon  the  earth.

Reverend  and  very  Dear  Sir, 

Being  assured  that  whatever  relates  to  the  upbuilding  of 
Zion,  is  matter  of  joy,  and  peculiar  interest  to  your  heart,  I  steal* 
moment  for  the  purpose  of  communicating  to  you  in  a  very  hasty 
and  simple  mannei,  some  of  the  wonders  of  Redeeming  Grace, 
which  God  has  recently  been  pleased  to  manifest  in  bringing  from 
the  ruins  of  the  fall,  and  the  great  mass  of  human  corruption,  ma¬ 
ny  precious  souls,  resembling  polished  stones,  to  make  a  part  o; 
the  great  Spiritual  Building: — and  this  too,  in  a  region  of  country 
to  human  view  the  most  unlikely  for  such  an  exhibition!  Baic- 
bridge,  (formerly  Jericho)  has  long  been  celebrated  for  its  impiety* 


So  ne  years  since,  the  inhabitants  began  to  build  a  Meeting  House. 


but  before  it  was  completed,  they  became  unhappily  divided,  and 
burned  down  the  House  which  they  haid  professedly  began  to  erect 
for  the  worship  of  their  God !  Missionaries  passing  throu^ 
refused  to  make  any  stay  in  the  place;  observing,  “that 
Missionaries  had  nothing  to  say  to  the  people,  who  had  rendered 
themselves  so  notoriously  wicked!”  These  remarks,  were  appa¬ 
rently  made  instrumental  in  bringing  to  their  senses^  the  here  and 
there,  benighted  soul,  which  the  compassionate  Saviour  had  once 
brought  forth  from  the  dark  piison  of  spiritual  death  !  The  solitary 
Christian  trembled,  and  began  with  earnestness,  to  lift  up  the  voice 
of  prayer  to  his  long  neglected  sovereign  and  deliverer. — At  this 
moment,  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  directed  the  pathway  of  another 
of  his  laborers  in  the  vineyard  through  this  apparently  devoted 
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t  jjlace,  who  having  occasion  to  call  at  the  public  Inn  for  refresh- 
was  8«ioii  sought  out,  and  pressed  into  service ;  which  he 
at  first  declined,  for  tliu  same  reasons  rendered  by  the  other  Mis¬ 
sionaries.  Soon  as  he  he^an  labor,  the  blessed  promise,  “  Lo  I 
arn  with  yon,”  &ic.  was  strikingly  fulfilled  ;  the  sjiirit  of  grace  bear- 
inj;  witness  at  every  meetinjc,  that  Jesus  was  in  very  deed  the 
Christ!  This  lMl^siona^y,  (whose  name  I  think  is  Atwood)  labor¬ 
ed  with  them  eight  or  ten  weeks,  his  missionary  tour  having  near¬ 
ly  exfiired,  was  under  the  necessity  of  returning  horn€‘.« — They 
sent  a  man  immediately  after  our  Pastor,  the  llev.  H.  Chapman. 
The  earnestness  of  the  messenger,  and  the  destitute  situation  of 
the  |iP'»pIe,  who  were  now  so  peculiarly  solicitous  about  their 
fternal  concerns — induced  him  to  set  out  after  a  few  hours  }>iepa- 
ralion. — Mr.  Chapman  continued  w ith  them  nearly  three  weeks, 
preached  twice  and  three  times  every  day,  to  crowded  assemblies, 
niHuy  of  whom  daily  enlisted  under  the  banner  of  King  Jtsus,  and 
were  inspired  to  unite  in  the  song  of  Redeeming  Mercy!!  Be¬ 
tween  40  ;  nd  50  have  ow  ned  Christ — many  more  have  a  hope, 
nhoiiiteml  coming  forward,  and  the  woik  of  grace,  when  Mr. 
Chapman  left  there,  was  spreading  more  rapidly  than  ever.  Ililh- 
frto,  the  work  has  been  principally  amongst  the  married  class  of 
jorietv — 15  or  ^20  of  whom,  are  of  the  most  affluent,  and  influen¬ 
tial  families  in  the  place — hut  of  late,  the  attention  of  the  Youth,  is 
penil'.o'ly  excited — and  many  of  them  have  experienced  the  sav¬ 
ing  e}ru*ary  of  sovereign  grace  !  ! 

Certain  individuals  have  made  violent  opposition  to  this  most 
blessed  work.  One  man  of  education  and  influence  (whose  wife 
became  a  subject  of  the  work)  overhearing  his  bosom  companion 
in  her  closet,  most  earnestly  and  tenderly  pleading  with  God, 
through  the  Saviour,  fur  the  salvation  of  her  dear  husband — was 
so  enraged,  and  his  peace  so  disturbed,  that  he  determined  to  pre¬ 
vent  her  praying — and  for  that  purpose  he  follow  ed  her  constantly 
lor  a  week  *,  and  it  is  said,  that  fur  three  days  and  nights,  he  neither 
ate  nor  slept : — at  length,  finding  that  his  dear  wife  tcould  plead  for 
iht  life  of  his  soul,  notwithstanding  his  want  of  tenderness  towards 
her — he  resolved  to  remove  to  Franklin,  whe^re  he  had  erected  a 
dwelling  house,  calculating  to  take  possession  of  it  next  summer — 
but  being  so  disgusted  with  the  conduct  of  these  Bigots,  and  Fan¬ 
atics,  (as  he  styled  them)  he  was  determined  to  sufi’er  considera¬ 
ble  sacrifice,  consequent  on  an  immediate  removal,  rather  than  be 
^0  tormented  with  the  prayers,  and  remonstrances  of  christiams.  •

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Mr.  Medhurst,  who  is  intended  for  Malacca,  in  a  letter  to  the 
Rev.  G.  Collison,  dated  Madras,  March  7,  1817,  says,  ‘Therein 
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much  at  Madras  to  excite  and  lo  depress  .missionary  zeal,  Thpre 
are  300,000  souls  within  4  short  miles  of  our  residence,  ignorant  of 
God,  degraded  by  iniquity,  and  exposed  to  eternal  wrath.  E\>ry 
person  we  meet,  hears  the  mark  of  an  idolater  on  his  forehead, 
(the  number  of  their  gods  being  marked  in  white  or  yellow,  ac. 
cording  to  their  caste.)  In  every  street  there  is  a  pagoda;  in  the 
day-time  we  witness  their  zeal  and  readiness  to  perform  the  diS.j 
cult  duties  of  their  religion  ;  and  in  the  night  our  rest  is  disturbed 
by  their  noisy  w’orship.  These  scenes  are  enough  to  inAatne  the 
zeal  of  the  dullest  missionary  ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  there  ij 
much  to  damp  it — there  is  that  almost  ’mpassable  barrier,  the  caslr, 
which,  however,  blessed  be  (lod,  begins  to  give  way  ;  but  there 
is  also  the  naHonal  character,  in  which  is  a  mixture  of  every  thing 
that  is  vile:  they  are  sly,  deceitful,  and  determined  to  get  motiiv, 
by  fair  or  unfair  means  ;  and  will  exhibit  the  most  plausible  appear¬ 
ances  of  religion,  if  they  can  get  any  thing  by  it. 

‘A  missionary  has  much  to  cope  with;  a  thousand  diflTjcultie!, 
besides  such  as  occur  in  England  ;  and,  consequently,  he  needs  ad¬ 
ditional  faith,  patience,  and  perseverance. 

‘  It  is  easy  to  collect  a  congregation  here  ;  it  is  only  to  ask  t 
question,  and  you  have  a  hundred  people  about  you.  The  other 
evening  I  was  walking  with  Brother  Gordon,  in  the  Cooley  Ba¬ 
zaar,  w*hen  w'c  observed  a  number  of  people  collected  together, 
listening  to  one  of  their  pagan  preachers,  w  ho  was  engaged  in  Id¬ 
ling  some  tales  of  their  gods,  when  Brother  Gordon,  addresdrj 
one  of  the  people  in  his  own  tongue,  the  whole  congregation  pre¬ 
sently  forsook  their  preacher,  and  listened  to  him.  They  acknowl¬ 
edged  nil  to  be  true,  but  did  not  seem  in  the  least  affected. 

‘  I  am  anxiously  waiting  for  a  vessel  to  convey  me  to  my  des¬ 
tined  port.  Brother  Milne  is  now’  alone,  and  much  needs  one  t# 
strengthen  his  hands.  One  thing,  however,  consoles  me — I  ac 
where  God  has  placed  me.’

Baptism  of  Old  Simeon — Extracted  from  a  Utter  of  Mr.  Evan  EvanSj 
dated  Bethelsdorp,  May  29,  1817. 

Ox  the  Tuesday  evening  before  we  left  High  'Krall,  w  e  heard  an 
old  man  of  90  years  of  age  engaged  in  prayer.  You  can  hardly, 
conceive  how  affecting  it  was  to  hear  him  express  his  thankfulness 
to  God,  for  sending  the  Gospel  to  his  nation  in  his  days,  and  espe¬ 
cially  for  making  it  efiectual  to  his  own  conversion. 

In  his  youthful  days  be  was  the  leader  in  every  kind  of  iniquity. 
He  was  also  a  great  elephant  and  buffalo  hunter,  and  often  had  ve¬ 
ry  narrow  escapes  from  the  jaws  of  death.  Once  he  fell  un¬ 
der  an  Elephant,  the  enraged  animal  doing  its  utmost  to  crush  him 
to  death,  but  he  escaped,  he  knows  not  how.  At  another  period, 
hf  was  tossed  by  a  Buffalo  several  times,  by  which  he  was  severe¬ 
ly  bruised ;  after  which,  the  animal  fell  upon  him,  but  the  same 
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4?crct  and  Alntiighty  hand  snatched  him  from  the  power  of  this  fe- 
1  y{, cions  creature,  he  being  no  doubt  ‘a  chosen  vessel,’ though  the 
"jidie  for  bis  being  called  out  of  darkness  into  light  was  not  yet 
/come.  Some  years  ago,  he  was  for  a  considerable  time,  to  all  ap- 
p  aranco  dead.  Every  preparation  was  made  for  his  funeral.  He 
5^as  carried  to  the  place  of  interment,  and  let  down  into  the  grave^ 
|)Ul  as  they  were  beginning  to  throw  the  earth  upon  him,  he  revi- 
and  was  carried  home. 

When  Brother  Pacalt  came,  and  he  had  heard  him  a  second 
^ime,  he  went  home  rejoicing  and  shouting,  saying,  that  the  Lord 
fiad  raised  him  from  the  dead  three  times,  that  he  might  hear  the 
ord  of  God,  and  believe  in  Jesus  Christ,  before  he  died  the  fourth 
'me. 

Last  new  year’s  day,  Brother  P.  baptized  him,  and  gave  him  the 
r  me  of  Simeon,  alluding  to  old  Simeon,  who  took  our  Saviour  in 
's  arms,  saying.  Now  lettesttbou,  kc.  3Ir.  P.  to\d  us,  that  it  was 
In  possible  to  describe  the  joy  which  filled  the  old  man’s  heart,  and 
fo  invigorated  his  w'eak  frame,  that  he  seemed  as  lively  as  a  youth ; 
Xow  I  am  willing,’ said  he,  ‘  to  die  ;  yes,  I  would  rather  die  than 
VP,  that  I  may  go  and  live  for  ever  w  ith  my  good  and  precious 
iviour.  Before,  I.  was  afraid  to  die  :  O  yes  ;  the  thoughts  of  it 
de  my  very  heart  to  tremble.  But  I  did  not  then  know  God 
d  Jesus  Christ.  But  now  I  am  not  at  all  afraid  to  die  ;  nay,  I 
re  no  desire  to  live  any  longer.  I  am  too  old  to  do  good  to  the 
[ottentots  ;  and  I  am  so  much  afraid  of  committing  a  single  sin 
ipin,  that  I  long  to  go  and  be  with  Jesus  Christ,  my  dear.  Lord 
good  master.  O,  he  is  the  best  master  I  ever  had.  How  nia- 
iy  had  masters  I  have  served ;  and  what  is  worst  of  all,  I  served 
.e  d«vil  upwards  of  80  years,  and  he  was  just  ready  to  throw  me 
to  hell,  after  all  my  trouble  in  serving  him.

O,  astonishing  mercy  !  to  a  bad  and  unruly  Hottentot,  who 
already  for  hell-fire.’  Then  he  shouted  aloud  for  joy.  But  the 
r’ail  body  being  too  weak  to  support  the  gladness  which  he  felt, 
sunk  into  a  swmon  ;  and  the  people  began  to  think  that  he  was 
ne  from  the  church  to  glory.  But  he  revived,  and  began  a  sc^ 
^<>nd  time  to  magnify  the  name  of  the  dear  Mediator.

“  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir, 

I  HAVE  just  returned  from  a  missionary  tour  through  the  Ilii- 
*^013  Territory  :  nothing  of  an  interesting  nature  occurred,  during 
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my  travels.  The  inhabitants  are  very  destitute  of  moral  and  re* 
lis^iotis  instruction  ;  and,  as  might  be  expected,  the  state  of  socie. 
ty  in  many  instances  very  deplorable.  The  territory  is  now  divj. 
ded  into  twelve  counties,  and  the  population  is  supposed  to  be  a, 
bout  Hpif  thousand  ;  and  not  a  solitary  Presbyterian  clergyman  is 
settled  in  that  extensive  region.  There  are  a  few  Baptist  pre  irl}. 
crs  in  the  territory,  and  the  Methodists  have  circuits  formed 
through  the  principal  settlements.  In  addition  to  those,  the  Dim. 
kers  hare  formed  a  respectable  society  on  the  .'lississippi,  and  the 
people  called  ‘the  Schismatics,’  hnt  who  denominate  themselves 
•  Christians,*  are  organizing  churches  on  the  Wabash.  But  still 
the  great  mvss  of  the  people  mar  he  said  with  propriety,  to  he  en¬ 
veloped  in  the  darkness  of  ignorance,  destitute  of  the  knowledge 
and  the  fear  of  God. 

“Th«  prospects  in  Kaskaskia,  T  think,  are  flattering.  There  are 
in  that  place  a  n^imber  of  respectable  citizens,  who  appear  » x* 
tremely  solicitous  to  have  a  clprp:yman  settled  among  them  ;  and! 
think,  all  things  considerefl,  there  is  there  the  most  promisifi?  o. 
pening  for  the  settlement  of  a  clergyman  that  I  have  seen  in  the 
western  cofintry. 

“  I  had  the  pleasure  of  being  instrumental  in  forming  a  ^’‘ssinn. 
arv  Societv  in  Morgansfield,  Union  County,  Kentucky.  Tt  e  snri. 
etv  was  not  organized  when  I  left  that  place,  though  the  n*  mber  of 
subscribers  w’as  more  than  snfbcient  for  that  purpose,  ncrordingto 
the  constittition.  I  expect  the  particulars  of  their  organization 
shortly,  when  I  shall  prohahly  make  a  further  enmmunVation.

Theit 
are  tw^enty-six  languages  of  India  into  w  hich  the  Scriptures  are  not 
yet  translated  and  printed.  It  has  been  calculated  by  those  con* 
versant  vvith  «he  subject,  that  the  translation  and  printing  of  lOO® 
copies  of  the  Xew-Testament  may  be  completed  for  the  sum  of 
500/  sterling,  making  a  total  of  13,000/  to  compass  the  whole  ob* 
ject.  To  encourage  this  measure  as  promptly  as  possible,  a  reso¬ 
lution  was  passed  to  grant  the  sum  of  500/  so  soon  as  1000  copie* 
should  he  printed  o'^in  any  of  the  said  languages,  and  as  they  may 
be  completed  from  time  to  time,  in  a  translation  approved  by  com* 
petent  judges  :  the  work  to  be  open  to  the  dififereat  bodies  dispos¬ 
ed  to  engage  in  it*”

Ukase. — Mdressed  to  the  Legislative  Synod  at  Moscow,  by  Alex¬ 
ander,  Emperor  of  Russia.  Dated  from  Moscow,  October  27, 
1817.  ' 

“  During  my  late  travels  through  the  Provinces,  I  was  obliged, 
to  my  no  small  regret,  to  listen  to  speeches  pronounced  by  certain 
of  the  Clergy  in  different  parts,  which  contained  unbecoming  prai¬ 
ses  of  me — praises  which  can  only  be  ascribed  unto  God.  And  as 
I  am  convinced  in  the  depth  of  my  heart  of  the  Christian  truth, 
that  every  blessing  floweth  unto  us  thro’  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ  alone,  and  that  every  man,  be  he  whom  he  may,  with¬ 
out  Christy  is  fuU  only  of  evil,  therefore  to  ascribe  unto  me  the  glo- 
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^ry  of  deeds,  in  which  the  hand  of  God  hath  been  so  evidently  man- 
I  ifested  before  the  whole  world,  is  to  give  unto  men  that  glory  which 
belongeth  unto  Almighty  God  alone. 

« I  account  it  my  duty,  therefore,  to  forbid  all  such  unbecoming 
.  ^expressions  of  praise,  and  recommend  to  the  Holy  Synod  to  give 
iinstructions  to  all  the  Diocesan  Bishops,  that  they  themselves,  and 
f  ithe  Clergy  under  them,  may,  on  similar  occasions,  in  future,  re- 
p'rain  from  all  such  expressions  of  praise,  so  disagreeable  to  my 
pars;  and  that  they  may  render  unto  the  Lord  of  Hosts  alone, 

.  1  Thanksgivings  for  the  blessings  bestowed  upon  ua,  and  pray  for  the 
out- pouring  of  His  Grace  upon  all  of  us ;  conforming  themselves  in 
1  this  matter  to  the  words  of  Sacred  Writ,  which  requires  us  to  ren- 
-^derto  the  King  Eternal,  Immortal,  Invisible,  the  ooly  wise  God, 
f  honor  and  glory  for  ever  and  ever.

WESTERN  EDUCATION  SOCIETY, 

Of  the  Slate  of  York ^  adopted  December  31,  1817. 

.  Being  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  increasing  the 
number  of  pious  and  learned  Ministers  of  the  Gospel,  we  whose 
names  are  underwritten,  do  hereby  form  ourselves  into  a  Socie¬ 
ty,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  indigent  Young  Men  of  talents  and 
piety,  in  acquiring  a  competent  education  fur  the  Gospel  Minisr 
try,  upon  the  following  principles  : 

j  1st.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  the  “  IVtsiem  Educalxon 
:  icciety  of  the  State  of  JYtw-Yorky 

I  2d.  Any  person  who  shall  subscribe  and  annually  pay  into  the 
(  treasury  one  dollar  or  more,  shall  be  a  member  of  this  Society, 
;  and  shall  be  holden  to  make  such  payment  until  by  written  notice 
^  to  the  the  Treasurer  he  shall  have  dissolved  his  connexion  with 
the  Society. 

<  3d.  Any  person  who  shall  pay  twenty  dollars  or  more,  at  one 

[  time,  shall  be  a  member  for  life. 

4th.  A  permanent  fund  shall  be  formed  of  bequests,  legacies, 
—  donations,  grants  and  subscriptions,  thus  appropriated  by  the  do- 
i  Dors,  and  form  a  portion  of  the  annual  receipts  to  be  determined 
i  from  time  to  time  by  the  Directors. 

S  5th.  The  Officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  as  many 
I  Vice-Presidents  as  the  Society  shall  from  time  to  time  think  prop¬ 
er  to  appoint,  a  Recording  Clerk,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a 
Treasurer  and  Auditor,  together  with  such  assistant  Officers  and 
Agents  as  experience  may  prove  necessary. 

6th.  There  shall  also  be  chosen  annually  a  Board  of  Directors, 
^  consisting  of  nine  members.  The  President  and  Yice-Presidents, 
Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Recording  Clerk  and  Audi¬ 
tor,  shall  be  Directors  ti  ojicio.  Any  person  who  shall  pay  fifty 
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dollars  at  one  time,  shall  be  a  Director  for  life.  A  quorum  forbtj 
siness  shall  consist  of  five  of  the  Directors  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting. 

7th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Directors  to  superintend  tb 
management  of  the  funds  and  other  property  of  the  Society, 
to  effect  to  the  utmost  of  their  power  the  enlargement  of  the  same* 
and  by  themselves  and  their  agents  to  solicit  aid  to  the  Society, to 
examine  and  approve  of  candidates  for  the  benefit  of  this  charity, 
and  to  appropriate  monies  for  the  support  of  the  candidate  apprui 
cd  of,  and  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Secretary  of  their  pro 
ceedings. 

8th.  No  candidate  for  the  charity  shall  be  approved  unless  ht 
produce  satisfactory  evidence  of  piety,  talents  and  indigence,  no 
unless  he  shall  profess  a  determination  to  he  a  preacher  of  the 
gospel  ;  nor  shall  any  person  continue  to  receive  aid  from  this  So¬ 
ciety,  after  he  has  ceased  to  give  the  evidence,  or  to  make  the  pro- 
fession  aforesaid. 

9th.  And  no  person  shall  receive  aid  from  the  funds  of  the  So 
ciety  until  he  shall  enter  into  a  written  engagement  to  refund  tb? 
money  he  shall  so  receive  with  interest,  in  a  reasonable  time,  (i( 
required  by  the  Directors)  provided  he  shall  not  become  a  preach 
er  of  the  gospel. 

10th.  The  Directors  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  sha! 
be  notified  to  them  by  the  President,  or  any  two  Directors,  and 
may  adjourn  from  time  to  time — and  in  the  absence  of  the  Pre 
dent  shall  appoint  a  chairman,  and  when  met  they  shall  appoint) 
clerk  to  record  their  proceedings,whom  they  may  remove  at  pleasure. 

11th.  The  President  or  any  two  of  the  Directors  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting,  may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Society. 

12th.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  the  ac 
counts  and  monies  of  the  Society,  and  to  pay  the  monies  to  the  or 
d«rs  of  the  President  and  chairman  of  the  Directors,  and  he  shaB 
render  his  accounts  annually  to  the  Directors. 

13th.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  examine  the  accounts 
of  the  Treasurer,  and  annually  report  to  the  Directors. 

14th.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  for  the  choice  of  ofS 
cers  shall  he  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  December,  at  such  timed’ 
day,  and  at  such  place  as  the  Society  shall  appoint. 

1 5th.  Every  meeting  of  the  Directors  shall  be  opened  with  pray 
er  ;  and  at  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  a  sermon  shall  be 
preached,  and  a  collection  made  for  the  Society. 

16th.  Members  of  Auxiliary  Societies,  who  shall  pay  the  sue 
requisite  to  become  members,  shall  be  members  of  this  Society. 

1 7th.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended  by  the  vote 
of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting  ;  bu 
the  funds  of  the  Society  shall  never  be  diverted  from  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  pious  indigent  youth  for  the  ministry.  And  no  proposition 
shall  he  received  by  the  Society  for  the  amendment  of  the  const!* 
tution,  except  the  same  he  recommended  by  a  majority  of  the  P*' 
rectors  elected  at  the  annual  meeting.

VERMONT  BAPTIST  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 

We  believe  it  to  be  the  duty  of  Christians,  to  make  exertions 
for  effectuating  that  great  command  of  Christ,  “  Go  ye  into  all  the 
world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature  and  that  in  the 
prosecution  of  this  duty,  it  becomes  them  fervently  to  pray  that 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest  would  send  forth  labourers  into  his  vine¬ 
yard.  But  are  there  not  other  efforts  that  are  to  accompany  these 
petitions?  This  will  appear,  if  we  consider  that  in  addition  to  the 
qualifications  of  grace,  a  minister  needs  some  literary  advantages, 
and  systematic,  theological*  instruction,  to  render  him  useful  in  the 
great  work.  As  it  is  certain  that  the  poor,  as  w’ell  as  the  rich,  are 
called  by  God  to  the  sacred  ministry,  and  such  as  arc  destitute  of 
the  pecuniary  means  of  qualifying  themsehes,  it  is  therefore  evi¬ 
dently  the  duty  of  Christians,  and  all  w  ho  have  it  in  their  power,  to 
contribute  for  the  purposes  of  this  great  and  interesting  object. 

Nor  can  we  see  that  Christians  can  be  consistent,  if  after  they 
are  convicted  of  this  duty,  and  an  opportunity  offers  itself  for  them 
to  perform  it,  if  they  continue  their  prayer  and  withhold  the  means. 
To  act  consistently,  they  must  cease  praying,  and  do  nothing,  or 
pray  that  God  w  ould  call  none  hut  siich  as  have  the  means  of  help¬ 
ing  themselves^  or  they  must  pray  that  God  would  send  by  whom 
he  will  send,  and  bring  their  tithes  into  the  Lord’s  store  house,  that 
his  ministers  may  be  qualified  for  the  w^ork  whireunfoTic  calls  Ihrm. 
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To  aid  the  foregoing  object,  so  important  to  the  cause  of  God 
and  the  souls  of  men,  we,  whose  names  are  subjoined,  do  cordially 
unite  in  a  society,  under  the  following 

CONSTITUTION. 

Art.  I.  This  society  shall  be  denominated,  “  The  Vermont  Bap. 
tist  Education  Socxety,^^ 

II.  The  great  object  of  this  society  is  to  assist  in  the  education 
of  indigent  pious  young  men,  who  appear  to  be  called  of  God  to 
preach  the  gospel. 

III.  This  society  shall  consist  of  persons  who  shall  subscribe  this 
constitution  and  pay  into  its  treasury  one  dollar  or  more  annually 
Any  person  by  paying  ten  dollars  or  more,  shall  be  a  member  for 
life.  Any  member  may  withdraw  his  name  at  pleasure. 

IV.  This  society  shall  meet  annually,  at  which  time  an  appropri¬ 
ate  sermon  shall  be  delivered,  and  a  collection  taken  up  for  educa¬ 
tion  purposes  ;  and  the  society  shall  elect  its  officers,  and  transact 
any  business  that  may  occur  ;  nine  members  may  constitute  a 
quorum. 

V.  The  management  of  its  concerns  shall  be  vested  in  a  board 
of  directors,  consisting  of  a  president,  one  vice-president,  a  secre¬ 
tary,  a  treasurer  and  three  trustees. 

VI.  The  board  of  directors  shall  meet  as  often  as  shall  be  deem 
ed  expedient,  and  shall  also  appoint  as  many  agents  as  may  be 
thought  necessary  to  ensure  efficient  and  extensive  operations  to 
the  designs  of  the  society. 

VII.  The  president  may  convene  the  board  of  directors  at  pleas* 
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VIII.  The  secretary  shall  preserve  records  of  the  proceediop 
of  the  society,  and  of  the  board  of  directors,  and  correspond  with 
any  other  similar  society. 

IX.  The  treasurer  shall  take  care  of  all  monies  paid  into  bis 
hands,  and  pay  them  out  only  upon  the  order  of  the  board  of  di¬ 
rectors,  to  whom  his  accounts  shall  always  be  open  for  inspection, 
and  at  each  annual  meeting  he  shall  exhibit  to  the  society  a  full 
statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures. 

X.  The  trustees  shall  make  such  arrangements  with  the  treasur¬ 
er,  as  shall  furnish  adequate  security  for  the  funds  of  the  society. 

XL  Annual  subscriptions  and  donations  may  be  paid  in  provis* 
ions  and  clothing. 

XII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  directors  to  determine 
on  proper  persons  to  receive  assistance  from  the  society.  And  the 
board  shall  take  their  obligations  for  the  same  to  be  refunded,  at 
some  future  day,  if  their  worldly  prosperity  should  be  such  that 
the  board  shall  judge  them  able  to  refund,  without  detriment  to 
themselves  and  families. 

XIII.  AVhereas  similar  societies  arc  rising  in  this  section  of  the 
United  States,  with  a  view  to  combine  the  exertions  of  the  denom* 
ination,  in  the  education  of  young  men  called  of  God  to  the  min* 
istry,  this  society  have  it  in  contemplation  to  co-operate  w  ith  tbeic 
in  the  bencvoleot  design. 
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XIV.  Any  alterations  of  this  constitution  may  be  made  at  any 
gnnual  meeting,  two  thirds  of  the  members  present  voting  in  the

REVIVALS  AND  INTELLIGENCE.

Peacham,  Dec.  16,  1317. 

Mt  Dear  Brother — As  early  as  February  last,  some  favorable 
PpeArances  in  respect  to  r'eligion  began  to  be  discovered.  Pro- 
:'.ors  w  ho  had  long  been  slumbering  seemed  to  awake,  and  more 
ftbe  spirit  of  prayer  was  manifested.  Here  and  there,  an  instance 
f  awakening  and  hopeful  conversion  occurred.  The  good  work 
-emed  to  advance  very  gradually  until  the  first  of  August.  On 
"e  first  Sabbath  in  that  month,  fourteen  persons,  most  of  whom 
^2ted  their  conversion  several  years  back,  came  forward,  and  uni¬ 
ted  with  the  church.  From  that  time  the  work  increased  much 
®ore  rapidly.  The  attention  became  very  general;  many  were 
^ery  deeply  impressed,  and  cases  of  hopeful  conversion  became 
frequent.  Between  the  first  Sabbath  in  August  and  the  first  in 
October,  four,  and  on  that  day,  forty-four,  were  admitted  to  the 
church  ;  and  then,  the  work  was  still  increasing.  Religious  mect- 
were  multiplied,  and  numerously  attended.  For  teveral  weeks 
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past  there  has  scarcely  been  an  evening,  indeed  I  do  not  know  tha| 
there  has  been  one,  in  which  there  hab  not  been  one,  and  more 
comnionly  two,  three,  or  four  meetings  for  religious  conference  or 
prayer,  in  the  town.  On  Sabbath  evenings  there  have  been,  se?. 
era!  times,  no  less  than  seven,  all  well  attended.  The  first  Sab. 
bath  in  this  month,  sixty-nine  more  were  received  into  the  churchy 
to  thirty-seven  of  whom  I  administered  the  ordinance  of  baptism. 
Of  the  whole  nuinber  received  since  the  first  of*  \ugust,  (131)  73 
are  males,  and  58  females.  Fifty-five  are  under  the  age  of 
years,  of  whom  39  are  males.  Seven  of  these  are  in  their  l5tb 
year,  and  two  are  still  younger.  “  It  is  the  Lord’s  doing,  and  it  1$ 
marvellous  in  our  eyes.”  “  Come,  magnify  the  Lord  with  me,  and 
let  us  exalt  his  name  together.”  The  attention  still  continues^ 
though  for  several  days  past,  new  instances  of  hopeful  conversio# 
have  not  so  frequently  come  to  my  knowledge  as  in  weeks  past. 

Jan,  12,  1818.  I  can  hardly  tell  why  I  have  not  finished  my 
letter  before  this  time,  and  sent  it  on.  But  so  it  is.  There  is  stl 
a  pleasing  attention  to  divine  things  among  us ;  and  we  still,  from 
time  to  time,  hear  of  one  and  another  being  hopefully  brtnigbt  inti 
the  kingdom,  though  the  instances  are  less  frequent  than  they 
were  some  weeks  ago.  There  are  not  far  from  seventy  within  ray 
knowledge,  who  indulge  a  comfortable  hope,  and  who  have  not, 
yet  made  a  public  profession.  The  number  we  hope  will  still  in* 
crease. 

“  Several  other  towns  in  this  region,  besides  this,  have  recently 
been  visited  with  refreshing  showers  of  divine  grace.  Particularly 
Cabot,  Hardwick,  Greensborough,  and  Danville.  Walden,  ton,  a 
now  visited.  In  Danville,  within  about  13  months,  I  believe  abo« 
130  have  been  added  to  the  congregational  cliurch.”
